being Lientenants , oꝛ other pꝛintipall Officers of the Fozreſts , which of right haue it by the al- 
lowance of the Juſtices of Our Fozreſts,accozdingto the Lawofthe Foꝛreſt; And if any ſhall. 
either ſend o2ſerue, contrary to this Our Declaration of Our Pleaſure , wee ſhall, as Wee haue 
cauſe, make them feele Our diſpleaſure.
